Rep. E. W. Qulnn of the Fourth Dis

trict, Introducer of the new Sunday law

bUt In the House, makes the following

statement In support of the some:

The bill now before the House amends
only Section 3190 and 3191 of our copies
of the Revised Statutes of Hawaii,

adopted by us, which were Sections 1

and 2 of Act 63, of the Laws of 1886.

The amendments proposed nre not In

any sense of the word radical, for much

of the law as it now stands has been

practically a dead letter for years un-

til given life again with certain official
changes which recently took place In

these Islands'.
We had, until recently, what Is com-

monly called a "common sense Sunday,"
a. Sunday similar to that found In most

of the Western States and in the great-

er portion of the Union. Until recently,
we could buy a cigar or a glass of soda

At any time during the day. We could
get shaved nt any time during the
morning and we did not realize how

.foolish and absurd our Sunday law was

until It was enforced.
The easiest way to Becure the repeal

or amendment of a harsh law V? to en-

force It. This has been done and we
have realized the full measure of Its
sttlctness and It Is fitting and proper

that It now be amended so as to con-

form to common sense Ideas.
Section 1 of this bill amends Section

3190 of the Revised Statutes, as follow:
Ko change Is made In the present law
lown to the word "provided," In line

S. The amended section proposed in
this bill then pi ov Ides that there shall
be no restilctlon on such public con-

veniences as teiegraph, telephone, elec-

tric light, gas, steamship and railroad
companies, no restriction on the busi-
ness of hackmen, or the operating of
shore bo, Kb.

I might say, In this connection, that
ao far as this amendment goes there
is no restriction enforced ogalnst this
class of public conveniences today, and

i far as this bill goes It does not alter
the present condition of affairs; but
by Inserting Just what nre are consid-
ered public conveniences it does away
with any discretion or preference of the
official, and makes It more satisfactory
for all concerned.

This bill provides also that cigar
stores. Ice cream parlors and soda wa-

ter may be kept open through
out the day, and In this respect It al-

lows a condition similar to what ex-

isted here until very recently.
So far as hotels, restaurants and drug

stores are concerned, this bill makes no
change In the praicnt law, as they are
now permitted to serve the public on
Sunday. It also make) no change In
the present law In regard to the sell-
ing and delivery of fresh inp.it find
fresh fish, but adds to that jrovlbloT
the selling and delivery of fresh fruit
and fresh vegetables. This amendment
permits these perishable good to be
sold until 9 o'clock In the morning.

Instead of restricting the Jale ard
delivery of milk to that portion of the
day before 9 o'clock In the morning and
after 3 o'clock In the afternoon, It pro-

vides that It may be sold and delivered
throughout the entire day. Tills amend-
ment allows barber shops to be kept
open until 11 o'clock In the morning.
Instead of only until 9 as at present.
In this matter I have personally In-

terviewed many of the local barbem
and they were unanimous In requesting
thnt they be permitted to keep their
shops open until 11 in the morning,
and stated that unless this was done
they would prefer to close for the

day, ns they are doing at present.
The bill provides that slaughter

houses shall not be restricted as to
working hours and It puts no restric-
tion on fnrmers, graziers and ranch-
men. If I am not mistaken, this Sec-
tion does not change present condi-
tions.

So that there shall be no Interference
with Inter-Stat- e or foreign commerce,
the loading and unloading of vessels la
permitted on Sunday, but to prevent
any annoyance to the community the
Graying of freight from the wharves 1b

not permitted. This bill leaves the law
la regard io the transfer of personal
baggage as It exists today.

The only other section of the law
which It attempts to niter Is Section
1191 of the Revised Statutes which was
Section 2, of Act 63, Session Laws of
1886. It amends that present law by
striking out all of that portion of Sec-

tion 3191 that restricts absolutely the
carrying on of public amusements,
sports, shows and games, and It sim-
ply provides that no game, sport or
show shall be so conducted as to cre-

ate a common nuisance, that Is, while
permitting amusements and games on
Sunday, It requires that they shall be
tarried on In such a manner as not to
offend the decency, the quiet and re-

pose of the community. This change
, Is consistent with modern Ideas of Sun

day observance.
In connection with this bill I want

to Btate that we must consider all
classes of the community. The mechan-
ic and working man, for Instance, who
works hard throughout the week, does
not have time to take part In or at-

tend a baseball or football game on
Saturday, and he should be allowed to
get his recreation and amusement In
these henlthy out-do- sports on the
single day In the week when he can
find the time.

The laws should afford equal oppor-
tunities of amusement to all. The Gov-

ernment should encourage outdoor
sports and pistlmes and no commun-
ity Is less moral because It permits out-
door sports: on Sunday. It Is better to
permit young men to spend their time
In this manner, because If they are
denied Innocent amusement they will
find other opportunities of pleasure and

excitement that are not so moral nor
so healthful.

We should alfo consider the tourist.
With the cigar stores, soda water
stands and Ice cream parlors closed on
Sunday, the tourists do not find these
islands the Paradise we have led them
to believe.

I therefore respectfully ask that this
bill bo passed, ns I believe It to be n
modern, common-sens- e Sunday law;
and further that this session of the
Legislature could not perform a more
beneficial duty to the masses of the
people.

Mil's FIRST

U, S, H OFFICER

Capt. Thomas II. Stevens, U. S. N.,

who has been placed on the retired
list from Feb. 11, with the rank of icar
admiral, was born In Honolulu, being

the son of the late Rear Admiral
Stevens, and was appointed to the
Naval Academy In 1863. His first as-

signment was to the steamer ReBaca
of the Pacific fleet In 1868, and In the
following year he was on duty on the
Mohican, which went to Siberia for
observation of the total eclipse of the
sun. He also participated In a survey
of the Isthmus of Tehuantepcc. In
1873 he commanded a company of sail-

ors during the temporary occupation
of Panama for the protection of Amer-

ican Interest". Captain Stevens was
navigator of the Mayflower at the time
of the Spanish-America- n complications
In 1873. He was on the flagship Frank-
lin on the European station from 1874

until 1876, and was on the Marlon on
the same station until 1877. He was
the fleet signal ofllcer of the Pacific
station in 1S81. From 1891 until 193
he was on the Ranger, on duty In Ber-
ing Sea, and was on the Yorktown
In Bering Sea, and the Asiatic station
In 1891 and 1893. Cnptnln Stevens was
assigned to the Cincinnati on the
North Atlantic and European stations
In 1896 and 1897, and was on duty In
Philadelphia In 189S. He commanded
the gunboat Manila In 1900, and since
December, 1903, he has been on duty
at the Pensacola ynrd. He was pro-

moted mnxter In 1870 lieutenant In 1874,

lieutenant commander In 1896. com-

mander In 1899, and captain last year,
and received the advanced rank of
rear admiral upon retirement. Army
and Navy Journal.

C. J. Hutchlns, trustee of Kona Sugar
Co., esterdny was Informed by wire-

less telegraph that Judge Matthewman
at Katlua had decided In his favor
against Kaplolanl Estate, Ltd., for
possession of the mill property. It was
a new trial ordered by the Supreme
Court, setting aside a. decision for Ka-

plolanl Estate by Judge Edlngs. This
Is the third major decision won
by Mr. Hutchlns In the Kona plan-
tation matter. These decisions have the
effect of knocking out $200,000 of bonds,
$500,000 of capital stock and about
$400,000 of the company's floating debt.

LEGISLATURE CONTINUES

TO RUSH BUSINESS

Senate and House acted very promptly yesterday on Governor

Carter's message to appropriate money needed to fight the forest

fires in Kona. The bill has passed first reading, and will be taken

up in both branches today. And then, in despite of the fact that
invitations were received to a junket and a luau, the members of

both Houses settled down to hard work and got through a lot of

public business very creditably. And at that many of the mem-

bers went to the luau. But that was in the noton recess and so
nn timi va! lost.

The Senate had rather a short session, only one minute long in

the afternoon, but the decks were cleared in that time. The House

sat longer, the longest session that has yet been held, but the close

saw the decks cleared there, likewise, and today is another day.

LEGISLATURE-FOURTEE- NTH DAY.

THE SENATE.
The Senate yesterday got through

with a fair amount of business In a
short day, beginning the morning ses-slo- n

with the receipt of the following

message from the Governor:
To the Legislature of the Territory of

Hawaii.
You nre Undoubtedly aware of the

existence of a forest lire In South Ko-

na, Hawaii, which started at the edge
of n tract of Government land, and
burned across the private land of a.

The latest Information receiv-

ed is that it staited a short distance
above the government road, extended
mauka a distance of four miles, and
Is going southward, nlready spreading
over an area two miles In width. Thus
It must have extended Into the gov-

ernment land of Klpahochoe, and has
probably reached the upper portion ot
the Alikn Homesteads, tlneatenlne
those of Papa, in which the Buchholtz
estate Is located.

The government forester Is on the
ground, bending every energy towards
Its control. Unless checked, the fire
will spread to the upper government
lands of Honomallno, and burn Its
way through some of the most valu-
able koa forests In that district.

It Is not only the Immediate actual
loss of wealth, but the after effects on
the rainfall and cllmntlc conditions
should be considered, and in this crisis,
I submit for our consideration the
Immediate passage of an emergency
bill, providing for nn appropriation un
der the Board of Agriculture and For-
estry of an Item for the suppression
of forest fires ot $2,000,

There Is a map In this office, show?
Ing the location of the fire, which 1

would be very glad to have examined
by any of the honorable members ot
the Legislature.

In this connection, let me suggest a
similar Item In the appropriations for
the coming fiscal period.

BILL FOR RELIEF.
Accompanying the message was the

following bill, which was read first
time by title under suspension of the
rules, and will be read for the second
time tomorrow. It will be hurried
along to Its passage as rapidly as
possible under the rules:

The Senate made provision, under n
reBOlutlon Introduced by Dickey, to
have its bills printed In Hawaiian for
the benefit of members of the House,
and then the regular order recurred on
the third rending of the Dickey ex-

pectoration bill. But It went over un-

til today.

Dickey, referring to the nbsence of the
members of the Committee on Educa-
tion nt the dedicatory services at tlin
Royal School, "and It Isn't fair."

REGULAR ORDER.

Senate Bill 8, the bill to permit stay
of execution on Judgment, on third
reading was next in order. The bill
passed, Donsett alone voting against

Senate Bill 65, providing for the mak-
ing of public reports by banks, trust
companies, building and loan associa-
tions and other companies, reported
from the Printing Committee. Re-

ferred to Ways and Means Committee.
Senate Bill 66, providing for the sup-

pression of disease among animals the
animal quarantine law reported from
the Printing Committee. Referred to
a Special Committee of five, one from
each Island, consisting of Hewitt, a,

McCandless, Paris and Wilcox.
Senate Bill 6, the Park bill, was taken

up on second rending, read section by
section, amended as recommended by
the Judiciary Committee nnd passed.
It will come up for third reading on
Monday.

Senate Bill 63, to prohibit the prac-
tice of medicine without license. Re-

ferred to Public Health Committee.
Senate Bill El. to permit banks to es-

tablish branches without tnklng out
separate license. Referred to the
Ways and Means Committee.

Senate Bill 65, defining the property

that shall be exempted from taxation,
and Including church sites and burial
grounds. Referred to the Ways and
Means Committee.

Senate Bill 62, to amend the election
law by providing that voters shall
stamp "X" opposite the name of the
candidate voted for. Referred to the
Judiciary Committee.

Senate Bill 63. providing for masters
In chancery nnd probate. Referred to
the Judiciary Committee. ,

This closed the morning session, nnd
the Senate after luncheon was In ses.
slon just one minute. In thnt time
Senate BUI 64, the new vagrancy law,
was reported from the Printing Com-

mittee and referred to the Judiciary
Committee.

THE HOUSE,
The House ot Representatives took

oft Its coat, pulled on Its overalls, spat
on Its hands (figuratively speaking, of
course) and went to work jesterday
In a way that did credit to Itself and
to the Territory. In vain the blan-
dishments offered by the opening of the
new Royal School; In vain the thought
of the glances of all the pretty tench-er- s

there; In vain the but there must
be a pnuse In alt these "In vnlns" for
the House did accept the Invitation
ot the Kaplolanl Maternity Hospital
to luncheon. But promptly at two
o'clock was the House busy again
and a really excellent day's work was
done.

Reports of committees nnd filing ot
resolutions occupied the major part ot
the morning session but the real work
was done In the afternoon when the
representatives refreshed like young
giants by their luncheon tackled no
less than nine bills In their third read-
ing.

THE THIRD READINGS.
Long's bill to regulate the trial of

civil and criminal causes passed with-
out objection.

Andrnde's bill relating to bills of ex-
ception aUo passed.

There was a division on Smith's bill
to provide for flllng of bonds by ap-
pealing parties against whom there
has been a money judgment In the
cause appealed. The vote was IS to 9
In favor of the bill, however, and it
passed.

Smith's next bill was to provide for
making writs of execution nnd other
writs of circuit courts and circuit
judges at chambers available In all
of the circuits of the Territory. This
was also opposed, Aylett characteriz-
ing the bill as "something like a squid"
reaching out Its arms In nil directions
to Bclze the poor man's property. An-dra- de

warmly defended the measure,
pointing out how under existing cir-
cumstances a creditor might obtain a
Judgment against a debtor In one cir-

cuit but It the debtor's property hap- -
l" "e "er cireuu u.oJ"""-'-

iuuement was worthless. Coelho also
spoke In favor of the bill.

Mahlkoa wanted consideration of
the bill deferred as It had not been
printed In Hawaiian and he did not
understand English.

After a long debate In which Rep.
Fernandez strenuously opposed the
cutting out of Hamakua, Long mov-
ed thnt the bill bo amended providing
for a term of court In Hamakua com-
mencing on the third Wedncsdny ot
August, and cutting thnt out of the
Hllo term In August. The amendment
carried and the bill passed as amend-
ed.

Pulia's bill to grant divorce to per-se-

Knlelnpu and Fernandez vot-
ing ngalnot It.

Smith's bill to provide for a license
of Jr, per annum . for the purpose of
hunting with firearms In Hawaii and

stating u penalty ot a tine of $5 to $50
for hunting without Mich license, met
with opposition by Rep. Nnhlkoa, as
no Hawaiian copies of it had been fur-
nished.

Holsteln moved Its Indefinite post-
ponement.

Lewis moved to strike out the clause
giving the Treasurer dlscrctlonnry
power to refuse licenses to persons who
had violated the laws relating to game
protection.

The motion to Indefinitely postpone
was lost and the amendment ot Lewis
was ndopted. Final consideration ot
the bill as amended was postponed for
a day.

JUST TO ENCOURAGE.
Coclho's bill to encourngo diversified

Industries by exempting from taxation
for tlvo years all real and personal
property actually in use for tho pro-

duction ot tobacco, rubber, Manila
hemp, black wattle, chocolato and ca-
cao passed without opposition.

The Speaker appointed Coelho, Har-
ris, Shlpman, Sheldon and Rroad as
a special committee to Investigate and
report on the dlffeient Institutions
known ns Maturity, Endowment, Home
Purchasing, Building and Loan Socle-tie- s

In the Territory. This Is In ac
cordance with a resolution of Coelho.

The Finance Committee In answer to
Governor Carter's message, reported In
favor of the Immediate pnssage of an
act to appropriate $2000 to be applied
In fighting the Kona forest fire. The
bill was read a first time by title and
was tabled pending the arrival ot n
similar ,blll from the Senate.

SHOW THE FLAG.
A report of the Military Committee

was submitted by Chairman Aylett
recommending the passage of the bill
to promote the dlsplny of the United
States ling on the ground that the ob-

ject of the bill Is to promote the spirit
ot puttlotltmi among the school children
of the Territory nnd the gcneial pub-

lic.
The Judiciary Committee reported on

COMING OUT

And now the African In the Comnty
Bill comes a little more prominently
Into the high light. Indeed, It may yet
be that the coon will be altogether un-
covered before tho Joint committee of
the two houses of the Legislature tela
the fenco entirely torn down.

"Mr. Stewart did not consult me
about any changes In the County Act.
yesterday nor nt any time subsequent
to the hundlng of tho bill to the Gov-
ernor." said Chairman Cooper of the
County Act Commission yesterday.

"After the bill Went to the Governor,
I did not understand thnt anybody had
any right to make any changes In It.
Before we submitted our flnnl draft
to the Governor, Mr. Stewart nnd my-
self were authorized to muka some
changes In the Interest ot uniformity,
but when we did submit the final draft.
It passed out of our bands.

"Mr. Stewart did consult with ne In
reference to a financial bill watch It
was intended to prepare."

And thnt raises the direct question of
veracity between the two County Act
Commissioners. Stewart said at th
committee meeting on Thursday night.
In answer to a question by Commit-
teeman Cnrl Smith ot Hllo, that he had
changed the County Bill after It had
passed through tho hands ot the Gov- -
ii nor and of tho two Houses of the
legislature, for that matter, who gave
It to their Joint commltttc nnd he said
that he had consulted with Mr. Cooper
In reference to the changes mnde In "a
geneinl wny," milling that he "would
see him again tomorrow" thut Is,

Mr, Cooper Rays, distinctly, that he
was not consulted w lth reference to any
changes In the County Act subsequent-
ly to the time that the completed draft
wns signed r.nd given to the Governor,
either on Thursday or nt any other
time.

"Did you ever see anything to beat
that,'" said Senator Don sett, himself a
member of tho County Act Joint Com-

mittee, when spoken to nbout the
mado beforn tho committee

meeting by the Commissioner. "I dis-

covered, In looking over the county f-

inancial bill Introduced In tho .Senate,
by Senator Achl, that It did not uc-co- rd

with the county bill us It came
from the commission. And when the
question cnino up in the committee
meeting Thursday night, Stewart was
forced to admit that ho made the
chnnge.

"The Commission's County bill con-

tains no provision whatever for raising
revenue."

Tho change that wns made la the
county bill by the Commissioner and
rend to the committee by Chnlrman
Ttolflteln. who hail tho tvnn - written

I cony whlIe the committeemen, following
hlm oll tne,r ,)rntcd copies, were puz- -
zled at tho rending, vvaH very material.
The section as leported to the Legisla-
ture by the County Act Commission la
as follows:

"Sec. 11.1. The Tax Assessor nnd Tax
Collector shall, within the County for
which he Bhnll have been elected, per-
form hucIi duties as 'nre required to be
twrformed by the Assessois and Co-
llectors under the laws of the Territory
nnd by this Act; nnd such other duties
us are required by this Act."

As amended It reads ns follows (after
the word "elected" lead):

"Assess and and collect nil tnxes un-

der any law relating to taxation which
limy be hereafter passed by the Legis-
lature."

It was snld by the Commissioner who
admitted that he mnde the change, thnt
this referred to Senate Bill 62, whim
was drawn by Senator Achl and the
Commissioner. Senate Bill 62 Is a most
elaborate measure, filled with figures,
and almost as largo as a good sized
book. It is a bill that could not have
been drawn In time much short of a
month, nnd must, therefore, have been
In couise of preparation, It would seem,
while the County Act wus being pre-puie- d.

And yet no mention wns mnde
of this financial bill, io far as anybody
has yet been uble to find out, until It
wus Introduced In the Senate; on Thurs-
day ond on Thursday night the dis-
covery was made that the County Act,
after It had been Introduced and print-
ed and referred to tho committee, had
been changed. It would be Interesting
to know, If It were essential thnt the
two measures should conform, why the
County Commissioners were all not
taken Into confidence with reference
to tho financial bill, nnd why the two
were not mado to conform before the
County Act passed otit of the hands of
the Commission nnd Into the hands of
the duly elected representatives ot the
people?

The County Act, when It was Intro-
duced Into the Legislature, became a
public document ut all stages a part
of the public record. Only certain per-

son; nro authorized by law to change
public records, nnd the changes must
be made In tho duly legnl manner.

The county net Joint Committee did
not meet yesterday, as had been the
Intention, the members from the two
Houses being too much occupied with
other mntters. The committee will
probably hold a meeting this afternoon.
